T IS known that the fever of 
‘ infectious diseases indibits 


ihe growth of bacteria, decreas- 
es the effects of toxins and in- 
creases the nwmber of white 
blood corpuseles which destroy 
bacteria. Some ten or fifteen 
yéars ago physicians observed 
that: patients with skin cancer 
wo contracted erysipelas found 
the skin condition improved. It 
was considered that the erysi- 
Pelas infection antagonized skin 
cancer.

ATER it was determined that 
the high fever was the cura- 
tive agent. After physicians’ at- 
tention was called to this fact 
they began to observe the effect 
in other diseases. It was observed 
in state hospitals that persons 
whose muscles were paralyzed, 
who constituted a large percent 
of the incurable inmates were 
much improved if they contract- 
ed malaria with high fever. Later 
jt was noted that other non- 
fever producing disease were 
benefited by high temperatures.

’ WAANY patients have been

treated by inoculation of 
malaria,.or rat bite fever. ,This 
form of treatment had many 
rawbacks. After producing 
ese diseases, the patient’s orig- 
fra] disease was better but some 
died of malaria. Many cases 
could not be controlled; and in- 
sult had’ been added ‘o injury.

I 1931 Dr. Willis Whitney of 
* a large utility firm noticed 
that workers exposed to the high 
frequency field produced by short 
wave radio tranmitters develop- 
ed fever. Then the idea of caus- 
ing fever by high frequency 
electricity was born. Since then 
much’ research work has been 
done and many improvements 
have been made.

OW a machine has been per- 
fected in which a patient 
can lie in comfort and have his 
body temperature raised to ‘a 
high level and kept there for 
any definite time. Mr. Charles 
F. Kettering, director of a re- 
search laboratory, has worked 
with Dr. Welter M. Simpson, 
Pathologist of the Miami Valley 
Hospital, Dayton, Ohio, to de- 
velop a machine and cabinet in 
whith a patient is placed. Here 
his teniperature canbe kept at 
105 deg. or 106 deg. F. for five 
or six hours. Then he can leave 
the hospital in a couple of hours 
and an hour later he goes about 
his work as usual.

For each treatment you will 
need the juice of one lemon and 
an equal amount, by measure, of 
olive oil.

HAVE “BRUNCH” 
SUNDAY MORK 


By JUDITH WILSON 

F YOU happen to have a 

family of early risers, then you 
have no Sunday breakfast prob- 
lem, but if your family is like the 
majority of American families, 
the members are up late the pre- 
vious evening and like to spend 
Sunday morning in bed, espe- 
cially since the brisk weather is 
not conducive to outdoor sports. 
When they finally do get up and 
find their way to the dining 
room, their appetites are cla- 
moring for something more than 
usually substantial in the way of 
a,morning meal. 

‘If you are wise you will meet 
their demands with’ a meal that 
is substantial enough to serve as 
both breakfast and lunch and 
then let only one more meal do 
for the day. Undoubtedly you 
have heard the term “brunch” 
applied to this sort of meal. 
Smart New Yorkers adopted the 
idea more than a year ago and 
it has become a popular means 
of entertaining one’s friends. If 
you. would like to try its<you 
might play bridge during 
early afternoon and then termi- 
nate the party about five o'clock 
with tea or cocktails and very 
thin sandwiches. 

Let the meal reflect leisure in 
every detail. Even the eggs 
should be cooked slowly and per- 
fectly. 

For the calve’s liver in the 
first menu, drop slices of calve's 
liver into boiling water for a 
minute, then remove and wipe 
dry, Dip in melted butter and 
broil under a good flame unt! 
browned on both sides. Arrange 
on a hot platter, ga:nish with 
crisp slices of bacon and sprinkle 
with finely minced parsley. Serve 
with: broiled cucumbers. 

Select medium sized cucum- 
bers, peel them and slice length- 
wise. Roll in butter than in fine 
bread crumbs’ and broil them 
until tende:. , 

Poached eggs with asparagus 
makes a satisfying dish for the 
late breakfast. In individual 
baking dishes place rounds of 
buttered toast. On each round 
place a poached egg. And do the 
poaching slowly. The water 
should be just below the boiling 
point until the whites are set. 
Take the eggs from che water 
with a perforated spoon and 
drain thoroughly. Place on the 
toast and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Open a can of the green 
“salad’’ asparagus’ tips and heat 
in butter and heat with salt and 
pepper. Arrange the stalks 
around the eggs and cover the 
latter with a hot Hollandaise 
sauce. 

To make the sauce, melt three 
tablespoons of butter in a double 
boiler. Blend into it two table- 
spoons of flour, anc add gradu- 
ally one cup of boiling water. 
Stir continuously until. smooth

NTINUED economic stress 

has brought to the su:face 
many ingenius ways of making 
a living. Nothing is truer than 
that old adage, “necessity is the 
mother of invention.” 

Take the case of Georges Cert. 
formerly of the Colleze of His- 
torical Research in Paris. For 
many years he has been noted 
fo* his treatises on historical 
drama. He recently announced 
that he had a collection of 
photographs of 150 !'ving Con- 
tinental actors and actresses who 
tore a striking resemblance to a 
like number of celebrated figures 
in European history. 

Contending that make-up dis- 
guises are at best unsatisfactory 
both in the theater and on the 
screen, Cerf invited directors ot 
historical plays to make use of 
the living personages whose 
photographs he had collected. 
One director selected from the 
Cerf gallery, a Mmle. Germaine 
Fontaine, now playing the role 
of Mme. Royal, daughter of 
Louis XVI, with such facial re- 
semblance to the original lady, 
that Ne ancient historical play 
in which she appears is a selli- 
out. 

There are not, however, 
enough historical plays on the 
Paris theatrical boards to pro- 
vide work for these performers 
in Cert’s gallery with marked re- 
‘emblance to dramatic figures of 
the past. But the fact that he 
could supply on short notice a 
Napoleon, for example, faithful 
iu face, stance, speech and man- 
ner to the original, ardused the 
Interest of the Comtesse Jasi- 
Labourde, prominent Paris hos- 
tess and mistress of one of the 
few salons which ietain the 
grace and flavor of the pre-war 
eva. 

The Comtesse conceived the 
idea of asking to cne of her 
recent gatherings of the best 
minds in Paris, a Napoleon, and 
a Josephine from the Cerf gal- 
lery. These two were not asked 
to serve as players in any form- 
al sense. but were instructed to 
mingle freely and easily with the 
puests, maintaining the charac- 
ter, demeanor, speech and other 
attributes of the Emperor and 
Empress respectively. The Com- 
tesse’s imposing array of guests, 
many of them contemporary 
celcbreties, discussed issues with 
the “Emperor” and “Empress” 
which were current topics of 
conversation more than a cen- 
tury ago. 

As a result of this unique idea 
the Comtesse's salon proved a 


social and historicai triumph. 
This was due jointly to Com- 
tesse Jasi-Labourde’s imagina- 


tion, the skill’ and ease of the 
ector and actress employed and 
the intelligence of the guests.

Not to be outdone by the Com- 

tesse, many other leading 
Paris hostesses have adopted the 
novel scheme and turned their 
parties into interesting and en- 
tertaining successes, 

In consequence Cerf’s histor- 
ical library has been turned into 
a noisy employment agency for 
French theatrical veople, whe 
would otherwise: be “at letsure” 
or “resting” as an actor's lay- 
Cff period is termed. fo, actors 
and actresses, who like other 
Tolks, must eat, now hate a 
chance to do just that, even
